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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-6, 19 and 20, drawn to coating apparatus. 
Group II, claim(s) 7-10, 24 and 25, drawn to a method of coating. 
Group III, claim(s) 11-17 and 21-23, drawn to a solder stop lacquer. 
Group IV, claim(s) 18, drawn to a printed circuit board. 

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The same technical feature linking Groups I, II and IV to Group III is a soldering 
stop lacquer. The common technical feature between the groups is a soldering stop 
lacquer which is a well known substance and thus is not a special technical feature, see 
US 2004/0048414 [0009]. 

In addition, the common technical feature between Groups, I, II and IV is a 
lacquer application apparatus, specifically the parts mentioned in the method including 
parts that supply the printed circuit board, the metering roll, application roll, drying 
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stage, and turning mechanism. SCHAFER (US 5,843,621) teaclies a curtain coating 
apparatus that coats one side of a printed circuit board, flips the board over, coats the 
second side, and dries the substrate see column 4 lines 35-49. The reference also 
teaches using a roll coater instead of the curtain coater but does not teach using a roll 
coater to coat one side at a time and using the same turning mechanism. However, 
ROELANTS (US 3,535,157) teaches that it is known in the art to use a roll coater to 
coat, referring to figure 4 just the underside of a substrate using an applicator roll 42, 
doctor roll (metering roll) 44 and a support roll (guiding roll ) 46. At the time of the 
invention it would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use 
the underside roll coater of ROELANTS in the apparatus of SCHAFER because it is a 
known way to apply a coating to a single side of a substrate. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (1) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
